Dutch  jxu^’s.er.ies  an,d  other  holdings  against  the  San  Jose  Scale 
(Aspidiotus  pemiciosus  Comst  0 ,!  Tbeisri,  issued  in  a Royal 
Decree  of  September  2,  1950, 

1.  In  this  order  "live  woody  p rants’*’  includes  parts  thereof, 

except  fruits  and  seeds  and,  if  not  fit' for  propagation,  cut 
flowers,' — 

2.  Each  consigiment  of  imported  11  ve-r  woody  plants . shall  be 
accompanied  by  two  copies  of  a certificate  issued  by  a competent 
authority  in  the  country  of  origin  after . , an,  inspection  of  ..the  . 
consignment  which  the  inspector  has  found,  to  the,best  of  his 
knowledge,  to  be  free,  from  the  San  Jose  scale. 

3*  After  arrival  in  the  Netherlands  live  woody  plants  of 
the  gerier-a  Aoer , Crataegus , Cydonia , Malus , Prunus  , Pyrus , 

Ribes,  SorbuB  and  Ulmus  shall  be  treated'  w it'b  'hy^ ocyan ic  acid‘ 
by  the  Netherlands  Phytopathologlcal  SerVioe'i  ‘The  consignee 
shall  pay  such  fee  as  may  be  determiriedv  ’ 

t.  The  importation  and  transit  of  live  woody  nursery  ^atocfc,- ; 
except  Conifers,  is  prohibited  from  the  first' day  of  April  to  j;;,v 
the  first  day  of  October ^ They  may  be  imported  or  conveyed  in  .= 
transit  under  a license  issued  by  the  Director  of  the  Netherlands
